It is reported that Count Torneilli, 

1 Italian Embassador to France, will 
shortly retire and he succeeded by 
Prince Prospero Colonna. 

An avalanche from the Spitzhorn 
swept the hamlet of Muehlbach, Swit¬ 
zerland. The inhabitants were asleep 
i at the time and thirteen were killed. 

Storey A. Weaver, author of the

music, which is in general use in the 
public schools, died at Westfield, 
j Mass., last week. 

Professor Thomas R. Vickroy, well 
known among educators as an advo¬ 
cate of phonetic spelling, is dead at 
his home in St. Louis from heart dis¬ 
ease, aged 71 years. 

llenry Eggert, an eccentric botan¬ 
ist, whose wealth is estimated at 
$100,000, wsa found dead in his home 
at East St. Louis, Illinois. He hud 
shot himself through the head with a 
revolver. 

i A train on the Transcaucasian Rail¬ 
way wat held up between Novo-Sena- 
kai and Abushy, Russia,‘by four men, 
who enterod the mail car, after bind¬ 
ing thff ollicials, escaping with regis¬ 
tered letters and valuables worth $50,- 
000 . 

Emil Paur of fh-esden, Germany, 

I the musical conductor, signed a con- 
| tract last week to direct the Pittsburg 
j orchestra for the next t hree seasons 
in consideration of 810,0(K) per season 
of twenty-five weeks* beginning in 
October. 

An accident occurred in the La 
Blanc mine near Pachuoha, Hidalgo, 
Mexico, last week, in which twelve 
miners lost then lives. A cable at¬ 
tached to a cage broke, precipitating 
the cage and passengers to the bot¬ 
tom, 350 meters. 

It is positively asserted at St. Pe¬ 
tersburg that the Circum-Baikal Kail 
road was completed a few days ago. 
Construction trains can now pass 
around the lake, but the line will not 
be opened to troop trains or passen¬ 
ger traffic for two months. 

The Emperor of Corea wants to 
j spend $2,500,000 in the reconstruct ion 
| of the imperial palace, which was re¬ 
cently destroyed by fire, but because 
of the wretched financial condition of 
the country, he has been advised not 
to undertake this great expenditure. 

Officials of the Garment Workers’ 
i Union in New York City have declar¬ 
ed that if the manufacturers persist 
in carrying out the resolution favor¬ 
ing an “open shop,” which was 
| adopted a few days ago, 00,000 union 
I ists will be called out in the Eastern 
i cities. 

Vicente Lueban, who was an active 
leader of the insurgents on the Island 
of Samar in 1900, and Cyetauo Lue¬ 
ban, his brother, who was formerly 
secretary of the Filipino revolution¬ 
ary Junta at. Hongkong, have been 
sentenced each to five years’ impris¬ 
onment for conspiracy to overthrow 
the government. 

The Supreme Court at Springfield, 
Illinois, in* the case of the Weare 
Commission Company of Chicago has 
affirmed a decision of the County Cir¬ 
cuit Court and the Appellate Court, 
holding that transactions in grain 
where actual delivery of grain is not 
intended are illegal. The Weare 
Company is a brokerage concern, and 
was fined on a charge of running a 
bucket shop. 

The population of Vladivostok is in 
want of the most necessary kinds of 
provisions and in consequence of the 
flooded rivers, which interrupt com 
munication, it is impossible to fur¬ 
nish them supplies. There is also a 
scarcity of money. Many inhabitants, 
particularly the women and children, 
are leaving the city, abandoning their 
property, which they are unable to 
I sell. Half of the houses in Vladivos¬ 


tok are empty and the civilian popu¬ 
lation is already reduced to 5000. 

Chicago papers announce that the 
Standard Oil Company has planned to 
lay a pipe line from Texas»to New 
York, with branch lines radiating to 
the various oil Helds. In this way the 
i entire oil production of the United 
States is to be handled. As an ad¬ 
junct to this enterprise refineries will 
be erected at convenient intervals. 
The cost of pumping oil is said to be 
about one-tenth of that of shipping it 
by rail. 

The correspondent of the Paris i 
Temps at Constantinople says that on 
the occasion of the last audience, j 
which the Russian Embassador, M. 
[Ziuovietf, bad with the Sultan, he in¬ 
sisted upon the payment of 84,000,000 
long due to Russia for arrears of the 
i Turko-Russian war indemnity. Such 
a demand at such a moment, the dis¬ 
patch adds, leads to the belief that. 
Russian diplomacy is preparing the 
way for other demands. 

Consul Kehl, at Stettin, reports to 
Washington that the Prussian Minis¬ 
try of Commerce has issued the fol¬ 
lowing order: “In the interest of an 
equable mode of procedure, wo will, 
following the precedence of other 
Federal States, but with the under- 
j standing that such cases as are now 
pending before the courts are not be¬ 
ing reflected upou, until further no- 
1 t.ice, through the officials connected 
with the control of food products, 
make no objection to a maximum of 
0.125 per cent ot sulphurous acid in 
; evaporated fruits, but in all cases 
whore a higher per cent of sulphurous 
acid is found, criminal proceedings 
■ should be instituted, in accordance 
with the requirements of the law of 
j May 14, 1879.” 

Dr. Lorenzo .1, Kohnstamm, a trav-

GOVERNMENT ON RADIUM HUNT. 

— 

Aik Public's Help in Finding Substances 
Showing Radio Activity. 

Washington. — The United States 
Geological Survey is investigating the 
occurrence of radium in this country 
and is seeking public co-operation in 
the gathering of details regarding lo¬ 
calities of radio-active minerals. Ra¬ 
dio activity has been observed in 
many minerals and other substances 
like slag, tailings from concentrators, 

I slimes, chemical wastes, water from 
mineral springs, deep-well water and 
petroleum. The Government experts 
say it is possible that the number of 
radio-active minerals may be greatly 
increased. 

A survey report says the simplest 
means ot detecting them is by the use 
of a sensitive photographic plate. The 
plate should not be raised from its 
inclosing of black paper. A dark 
room should contain a dark-metal ob¬ 
ject, on which should be laid a speci¬ 
men. On development, if the speci¬ 
men tested has radio-active powers, a 
photograph of the metal object will 
be produced on the plate. 

Fifty Years on the Sea. 

Braintree, Mass. — Captain James 
(Hall, for many years commodore of 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company's 
fleet, died at his home here, aged 90. 
He followed the sea for fifty-five 
years, from the age of 13, when he 
shipped before the mast, until his re¬ 
tirement in 1881. Hall became cap¬ 
tain of an East India merchantman, 
and in 1848 took a Russian war ship 
from New York to the Amur river. 
After the Pacific Mail Company was 
organized by Commodore Vanderbilt, 
Captain Hall was given command of 
one of the steamers. Ite was retired 
i in 1881. 

Employes Must Pay Debts. 

Honolulu.—Governor Carter has is¬ 
sued a notice that Government em¬ 
ployes who do not pay their debts and 
treat their creditors properly will be 
dismissed from the service. He holds 
that a man who is not fair and square 
in his dealings with his creditors will 
not be fair and square with the Gov¬ 
ernment for which he works.

Current Events Related in Dispatches

the West. 


Governor Pardee lias issued a war¬ 
rant for the requisition of doe God- 
ley, a colored man, who is wanted for 
murder in Kansas. Godley was re¬ 
cently captured in San Jose, where he 
io now held. , 

T. Maravich was killed and John 
Rapnnich was seriously injured at the 
Sugar Pine mills near Madera by a 
t»ee, which was felled elose to a cab¬ 
in in which they took refuge from the 
rain. The men lived in Fresno. 

The Federal Grand Jury sitting at 
Los Angeles returned Hve indictments 
against 11. T. Hays, former cashier of 
the Orange Growers’ National Bank 
of Riverside. Three of the indict¬ 
ments charge falsification of accounts 
and two misappropriation of the Binds 
of the bank. 

Harry Williams, who confessed to 
the theft of four horses and pleaded 
guilty to two charges of larceny 
brought against him, inis been sen¬ 
tenced by Judge Nutter of Stockton 
to eight years in Sail Quentin on the 
first, charge and nine on the second, 
which begins at the expiration of the 
first sentence. 

Damage suits aggregating 8155,000 
have been Hied against the Southern 

iciflc Railroad in the Federal Court 
at Salt Lake City, Utah. The throe 
suits are the outcome of the disas 
trous dynamite explosion on the Lu 
cin cut off, February 19th, when a 
score or more persons were killed, 
most of them being Greek laborers. 

Snowslides are reported from almost 
every point in tne interior of British 
Columbia. The most serious occurred 
at the Silver Cup mine, in the Lardeu 
district. A slide 1200 feet wide came 
down the mountain side, carrying 
away blacksmith simps, ore sheds, a 
quantity of ore, KM! feet of tramway 
and killed a miner named John Mar- 
i-able. The total damage will ho 805,- 
000 . 

Important oil discoveries have been 
made on the international line near 
Douglas, A. T. Hundreds of people 
have visited the new field. Exports 
who have been on the ground say the 
strike bids fair to be one of the im¬ 
portant ones of the West. Already 
arrangements have been made to erect 
derricks on the Holds, and work will 
be pushed extensively qntil the coun¬ 
try is thoroughly prospected. 

John Hunter, a miner, who has been 
working in the vicinity of Reno, Nov., 
for several months past, killed him¬ 
self at Reno by shooting in the head, 
lie had just finished playing a game 
ot billiards with a friend. Going be¬ 
hind the bar in the absence of the 
bartender he picked up the latter’s 
revolver and tired before friends could 
interfere, lie was sick and despond¬ 
ent. 

A. M. Denting, an English stockman 
from Cape Colony, who has been in 
Japan for some months, is in Seattle, 
commissioned to purchase 10,(XX) 
horses in the Pacific Northwest to he 
sent to Japan. Doming ‘explains that 
army demands huve drained the coun¬ 
try of all available horses, and that 
animals are required not only to take 
their [daces in peaceful avoeatious, 
Imt to supply remounts for the caval¬ 
ry. Deming will endeavor to get all 
the horses required in Oregon and 
Washington and will locate supply de¬ 
pots, as was done when England was 
buying horses here for the South Afri¬ 
can war. 

The finding of the body of Dennis 
Maher in the Sullivan-Kelly ditch 
near the Riverside flour mill near 
Reno has given rise to the report that- 
there is a gang of murderers in Reno 
and that Maher’s death makes the 
fifth victim of their deadly work. 
Four bodies have beon found almost 
at the same [ilace within the past few 
months. It is a deserted plaoe, cross¬ 
ed by an old wooden briige. The 
theory is that the murderers laid in 
wait for their victim, and when he 
reached the bridge knocked him 


j senseless and threw his body into the 
stream. Another theory is that Ma- 
| her in crossing the bridge grew faint , 
lost his balance and fell in. The offl- 
1 cers are now working ou the case. 

Engineer Godfrey and Fireman Mil 
! liam Grayson were injured in a wreck 
! on the Washington and Columbia 
River Railroad’s Pasco train several 
miles west of Walla Walla, Wash. 

; General Manager Joseph McCabe, who 
j was ou the train, was slightly hurt, as 
were two or three others. The acci- 
I dent was due to a washout on Mud 
j creek caused by a severe storm. The 
J engine went into the creek and God 
i frey and Grayson were [Hilled out of 
the water. The express car was also 
; thrown off. 

Bog rushes are now being planted 
on a site near Elmhurst oil the banks 
of San Leandro creek, by the Univer¬ 
sity of California agricultural experi 
tneut. station, co-operating with the 
[ Oakland Board of Trade. Professor 
Arnold V. Stubeiirnueli, who is at¬ 
tending to the work, hopes to raise a 
title high and thick enough to render 
; it serviceable for the manufacture of 
matting, the ultimate purpose being 
to develop a new industry for the buy 
| shores and meet Japanese competition 
in an important branch of trade. 
Each kind will be watched in order to 
find the variety that will produce the 
rush that will grow over three feet 
long from root to tassel. It will take 
some two years to complete the iests. 
The bog rush grows best on marshy 
lands, moist, sandy and springy. 
Thousands of acres along the bay in 
Alameda county answer to this de¬ 
scription. The Eastern concerns have 
guaranteed to the Oakland Board of 
Trade that they will purchase the pro 
duct of 10,000 acres and more, if it 
| develops that conditions are promis- 
; ing enough to warrant their starting 
I factories in this county. 

SAMURAI CUSTOM IN VOGUE. 

Japanese Volunteers Sign Applications 
With Their Own Blood. 

Tokio.—The War Office here is 
1 flooded with thousands of applications 
1 from Japanese of all ages and every 
j condition of life for permission to go 
to the front and fight. These appli 
cations are from time-expired soldiers 
as well as from young boys, and the 
ages of the applicants range from 14 
to 70 years. They are following the 
Samurai custom and sign their appli¬ 
cations with their own blood, and sev- 
eral applications written entirely in 
. the blood of the would-be fighters 
have been received. None of these 
volunteers have been accepted as yet. 

The War Department officials are 
much gratified at. t his evidence of the 
desire of the people to assist in the 
war. The applications have been Hied 
away, and if volunteers are needed 
these applicants will be given the first 
opportunities to g > to the front. The 
officials believe that the country 
would find it easy to obtain a half- 
million volunteers. 

Chinee Labor Scarce in the Northwest. 

Vancouver, B. O.—There is a short¬ 
age of Chinese labor in British Co¬ 
lumbia. Owing to the head tax of 
8500, none are coining into the coun¬ 
try, and many Chinese laborers have 
gone into the Canadian Northwest 
Territory, the large number of new 
| settlors enabling thorn to secure high 
wages. The canneries (ire finding 
great difficulty in obtaining Chinese 
to perforin the customary work dur¬ 
ing the approaching salmon season.

load of freight falling on him. 

Killed on a Freight Train. 

i Helena, Mont.—Michael Ries of Co¬ 
lumbus, Mont., while on the way to 
Bozeman on a freight train was ac¬ 
costed by a stranger, who attempted 
i to rob him. A scuttle ensued in which 
the stranger shot and kil ed Ries. 
i The murderer jumped trom the train 
and is still at large. 

Drowned in Surf at Waikiki. 

Honolulu.—W. S. Crouch, who ar¬ 
rived here on the steamer Korea, was 
I drowned while bathing in the surf at 
| Waikiki. Many bathers saw the 
\ drowning and an unsuccessful effort 
was made to rescue Crouch. Crouch’s 
wife and two children are in Roches¬ 
ter, N. V.

MOVE TO SAVE 
CALIFORNIA’S 
WALNUT CROP 

Growers’ Association Gives Uni¬ 
versity $3,000 for Experi¬ 
mental Purposes. 

BLACK BLIGHT INJURES THE NUTS 

Pest Attacks Fruit and Causes Annual 
Losses to the Owners of Valuable 
Groves.—Believe Remedy 
Can Be Found. 


Berkeley.-—In an attempt to sav 
the walnut crops from the ravages of 
the dread disease known as the black 
blight tln> Walnut Growers’ Associa¬ 
tion has just appropriated 8!XHX> foF 
experimentation by the scientists of 
the agricultural department of the 
‘University of California. With this 
money the scientists expect to accom¬ 
plish such results as will save the 
growers from the large annual loss 
they huve sulfered ever since the 
blight struck the trees of California. 

The walnut blight is not new. It is 
present wherever walnut groves exist. 
A war has been waged upon it for sev¬ 
eral years by Newton B. Pierce of the 
United States Department of Agricul 
ture, who has devoted much of his 
time to an attempt to eradicate the 
pest. 

The blight manifests itself by dis¬ 
coloring the leaves and limbs of the 
trees and destroying the shell. The 
principal loss comes through the de¬ 
struction of the shell, which leaves 
the meat of the nut exposed and thus 
reduces the chances of the grower for 
soiling it. Tin meat remains palata¬ 
ble, but the appearance of the shell 
indicates that the contents are decay- 
led so that the growers are compelled 
i to throw to waste a large portion of 
the crop they cannot sell each year. 


FINDS DOCUMENT FROM EXPLORER 

Russian Officer Discovers Papers Lett By 
Baron Toll. 

St. Petersburg.—The Inst document 
left by Baron Toll, the Arctic explor¬ 
er, from whom nothing lias been heard 
directly since he left the yacht Zeria, 
in 19052, and started for Bennett is 
land, and who is believed to have per 
ished in the Arctic ocean, lias been 
found by Lieutenant Kolchak. 

it is dated at Paul Keppau bay, 
Bennett island, November 11, 1902, 
and is as follows: 

“Accompanied-by Astronomer See 
burg and two traders, I left the win¬ 
ter quarters of the Zeria, in Nirpich 
bay, on June 7tb. We proceeded by 
the northern shore of Kotelnay and 
Thuddeus islands to t'upe Visoki, and 
on July 13th we headed for Bennett 
island. The ice was rather broken ou 
-Inly 25th, and we prepared to take to 
native bouts. Here we killed the last 
of our dogs. The ice Hoe on which 
we camped curried us, in four and 
one half days, forty-eight miles on- 
: our course, imt bearing off, we left it 
ou July 31st, crossing the remaining 
twenty-three miles to Bennett island, 
landing oil August 3d at Cape Em¬ 
ma.” The document in conclusion 
says: 

“We are leaving a number of re¬ 
cording photographic instruments, 
and start today for the south, provi¬ 
sioned for fourteen to twenty days. 
All are well. We are in 7(i degrees 38 
minutes north, 149 degrees 42 minutes 
least. “BARON TOLL.”

He found folks who ate them¬ 
selves into poverty; others who starv¬ 
ed In order to dress; people who wast¬ 
ed hard-earned dollars, and one fact 
that seems bigger than all the rest. Ac¬ 
cording to his figures the average fam¬ 
ily of moderate means pays from "JO 
to 25 per cent of their gross Income 
to the landlord. In other words, the 
breadwinner works nearly or quite 
one-fourth of Ida time for the privilege 
of a roof to cover ids head. It Is a 
wonder that more young married men 
do wot buy homes. They can do it If 
they will. It only takes a little pluck, 
a little daring and some self-denial. 
Modern methods of easy payments 


have actually made it possible to pay 
for a home us you now pay rent. A I 
home Is an anchor. A rented apart¬ 
ment can never be anything more than 
a temporary place of abode. The ques- | 
tion of moving comes up often. The 
man who owns a home wants to im- ! 
prove it. He has flowers and vines 
and a well-kept lawn. The sense of j 
possession and ownership makes his 
chest stick out a bit. He Is an actual j 
part of the city in which he lives, and 
lie and ids wife and children are all 
interested in making it the city beau¬ 
tiful. There is another side to It. The j 
purchase of a home is almost all profit 
The head of the family saves money 
because he must save money or lose 
his home. He applies dollars to the 
n ortgage that would otherwise have 
been frittered away in a manner that 
even he couldn't account for. Money 
melts more easily than snow in July. 
He makes payments by cutting down 
on luxuries, cigars, theater tickets, 
drinks, street car rides, etc. There is 
more economy in the house, for often 
the wife saves better than the man. 
And saving for a home often brings 
husband and wife closer together. That 
is a fact. Where two persons are fol-1 
lowing the same Idea and are imbued 
with the same ambition there has to be 
a community of interest and sympathy. 
If you will talk this over with your 
wife she will say: “That Is Just what 
I have been saying for yeurs. We 
can own a home if we will make up 
our minds to do it.” And she is rigid. 

"Cotton is king" was once u familiar i 
saying; but in the realm of business 
which the great white staple was sup¬ 
posed to govern there rose a rha! 
claimant, a pretender it may be, but 
at any rate a strong one, and then it 
was proclaimed that "Iron is king.” 

A writer In a New York newspaper, in 
reviewing the business situation and 
presenting some figures of the interna¬ 
tional commerce of the United States, 
declares that neither cotton nor Iron 
is king, hut that the real, the great 
monarch. Is agriculture. The annual re¬ 
port of Secretary Wilson shows how 
true this is. It is only casually that 
the Secretary calls attention to the fact 
that the people of the United States— 
eighty millions of them—not only sus¬ 
tained themselves last year, hut con¬ 
tributed food and the raw materials for 
manufactures by which many other 
millions of people in foreign countries 
were sustained. He quickly passes to 
a consideration of the so-called "bal¬ 
ance of trade." This, ns he shows, ex¬ 
hibits a peculiarity which “seems to 
have escaped the attention of the pub¬ 
lic." namely, that It is always a farm¬ 
er's balance of trade. During the year 
1903 the Imports of the United States, 
other than of agricultural products, 
exceeded the exports by fifty-six mill¬ 
ion dollar*. That is, there was a bal¬ 
ance of trade unfavorable to the Uni¬ 
ted States to that amount. But when 
the traffic in agricultural products is 
included, how different is the story! 
Instead of a balance of fifty-six mill¬ 
ions against the United States, the fig¬ 
ures become three hundred and sixty- 
seven millions in fnvor. As If these 
figures were not impressive enough. 
Secretary Wilson goes on to give those 
lor the last fourteen years. In lump 
sums. Were agricultural products 
omitted, the nation during that time 
would have had an unfavorable bal¬ 
ance of eight hundred and sixty-five 
millions. The farmers not only wiped 
that out, but brought In a surplus of 
nearly four billion dollars. "These fig 
ores," Secretary Wilson adds, "tersely 
express the Immense national reserve- 
sustaining power of the farmers of the 
country. It is the farmers who have 
paid the foreign bondholders.”

England’s worst colony is undoubt¬ 
edly British Honduras, situated ut 
America’s very doors. It is a slice of 
Central America, fringing a large and 
wealthy country. It is not utilized by 
Great Britain and lias no regular com¬ 
munication with the mother country. 
Its only connection with the outside 
world is by an occasional banana 
steamer from New Orleans or a leaky 
logwood sell oner infested with cock¬ 
roaches. The colonists are a commu¬ 
nity of hermits, so far as the great 
world is concerned. They have no 
cable communication with any part of 
the globe, and they gem rally hear of 
a great event about six months after 
it lias happened.

concession was subsequently trails 
ferred to the Panama Canal Company, 
which undertook the work of construc¬ 
tion, but failed and went into liquida¬ 
tion. Ferdinand de Lesscps was presi¬ 
dent of this company. Following tlie 
failure of I>e I.esseps, a new organi¬ 
zation was perfected, and the work of 
construction was continued merely to 
preserve the concession, In the hope 
that the property and concession 
would lie purchased by tlie United 
States. The price at which the prop¬ 
erty was offered was so large that the 
Walker Commission, which hud inves-

In 1S38 the Repub¬ 
lic of Colombia made a grant to a 
French company authorizing the con¬ 
struction of macadamized roads, rail 
roads and canals across the Isthmus, 
with the Pacific terminus at Panama. 
Several years were spent in explora¬ 
tions. and reports were made which 
encouraged that undertaking, and it 
was decided to make further invest! 
gatton, with a view of cutting through 
the Isthmus to join the two oceans by 
a canal. An elaborate report was the 
result of this investigation by Napo¬ 
leon Garella, who recommended the 
construction of a canal, but nothing 
was done. 

Genesis of the Ciiiinl. 

Events that occurred about tlie mid 
die of the last century made it clear to 
sagacious statesmen that a maritime 
connection between the two oceans nt 
the Isthmus of Panama was of the 
very highest Importance to the United 
Btates.

►LYING REPTILES OF OLD. 

Of Great Size, They Were Once More 
Common Than Birds. 

We are apt to think of reptiles as 
creeping Hnd crawling things, forget¬ 
ting that there was a time when flying 
reptiles were more common than birds. 
These reptiles, the pterodactyls, or fly¬ 
ing dragons, not only flew, but some 
of them reached a size much greater 
than that of any bird, for the largest 
birds do not fly. The South American 
condor sometimes measures as much as 
ten and one-half feet from tip to tip 
of outstretched wings, and it Is quite 
possible that the finest examples of 
the albatross may measure a little 
more. But the great pterodactyls 
which flew about the sen that In the 
clays of old reached from tlio Gulf of 
Mexico to the Rocky Mountains, meas¬ 
ured as much as twenty feet, the 
width of an average city lot. across 
their wings. 

Most of us have seen an eagle flying, 
and we can appreciate the size of this 
ancient dragon by remembering that it 
was nearly three times the size of an 
eagle. It was not. however, throe 
times as heavy, for the body of tliis 
strange reptile was so small and its 
skeleton so wonderfully light that the 
entire animal is thought to have weigh¬ 
ed not more than twenty-five pounds, 
or only about as much as a large con¬ 
dor. One of the largest bones of the 
wing, two feet long and two inches 
through, was, as Prof. Williston tells 
us, ho thicker than a sheet of blotting 
paper, and the great head, with n beak 
over three feet long, was equally light. 
This great toothless beak Is believed 
to have been used for snapping up 
fishes; und we can imagine this huge 
creature salTing swiftly over the sea, 
now and then swooping down to pick 


JUDICIAL DECISIONS 


The purpose for which a union pas¬ 
senger station is located is held in 
Sears vs. Boston street commissioners 
(Mass), 02 L. R. A. 144, to be sufficient¬ 
ly public to authorize special assess¬ 
ments upon property thereby benefited 
for the cost of the improvements in 
streets made necessary by such loca¬ 
tion. 

The Supreme Court in New York 
County National Bank vs. Massey, 11

Much Benefit May He Derived frost a 
Systematic Course of education. 

So much of tlie happiness and suc¬ 
cess of life depends upon the seelug 
capacity that it is both a wonder and 
a pity that more attention is not paid 
j by parents in the home and by in¬ 
structors lu the schools to the perfect¬ 
ing of this gift.

If they 
would think u little they would rec¬ 
ognize that It Is, after all, largely a 
mutter of exercise and practice. They 
know that the power of the muscles 
is capable of ulmost Indefinite train¬ 
ing, but they fail to apply the princi¬ 
ple to the eyes. All forms of exer¬ 
cise are called upon to Increase and 
strengthen the muscular system of 
growing children, and the wisdom of 
this, always grunting reasonable mod¬ 
eration, is never questioned!, but the 
child with the weak, undeveloped vis¬ 
ual faculty, with the untrained color 
sense, with the carrying capacity of 
the sight limited to a few feet, is call¬ 
ed stupid, und his tiest hope is that 
he may be fitted with glasses before 
he is rallied and scolded into real stu¬ 
pidity.

Growing Stock by Electricity. 

The possibilities of electricity have 
never yet been fully demonstrated. Its 
beneficial effect upon growing plants 
in the way of hastening development 
has been proved to an extent, and now 
the mysterious fluid is being tried on 
animals at the University of Michigan, 
at Ann Arbor. It has been demon¬ 
strated that rabbits enclosed in a pea 
about which run a number of elec¬ 
trically-charged wires reach maturity 
In two-thirds the time taken by those 
kept under normal conditions. The 
electrically-treated animals were in alt 
respects healthy and their flesh has 
been found to be unusually tender. It 
Is thought possible that the same treat¬ 
ment may be applied to beef cattle, 
making a 2-year-old steer as large as 
one 3 years old under present condi¬ 
tions, besides producing a superior 
quality of beef

GIRLS IN STRANGE CALLINGS. 

Tliey Can He Found aa Chimney Sweeps, 
Conductors and Fire-fighters. 

Girl firemen and girl chimney sweeps 
are not very common, but they are 
L> he found in somo parts of the 
world, and have given a good account 
of themselves in lines of effort which 
are generally supposed to belong en¬ 
tirely to men. 

The town of Armidale, in New South 
Wales, Australia, lias a fire brigade of 
girls of which it is rather proud, for it 
has earned distinction in many en¬ 
counters with destroying flames. The 
brigade consists of a dozen young 
women of good health, daring and en¬ 
ergy. 

These young women drill with tlie 
regular fire brigade of the town, and 
u1 times render expert and valuable 
assistance. They are especially good 
st rescue work ivith the life line and 
■'jumping sheet" and have saved many 
lives. 

Girl chimney sweeps are rather com¬ 
mon in SSt. Petersburg and Moscow. 
The guild was founded by n widow of 
■i chimney sweep who died, leaving six 
daughters to be cared for. His wife 
brought up the daughters to follow tlie 
calling of their father, and from this 
beginning tlie union grew until now It 
bus a membership of several hundred. 

The rules of the union require that 
no female sweep shall lie less than 14 
nor more than 35 years of age, but ap¬ 
prentices are admitted al tlie age of 8 
years. The marriage of a member is 
taken as equivalent to a resignation 
from tlu> union. All members are re¬ 
quired lo sign tlie temperance pledge 
and to be regular in attendance at 
church. 

In Southeastern Russia there is a 
community of seven villages in which 
all the offices are held by girls and 
women and all the business is con 
ducted hy them, and nearly nil other 
work is done by them. 

In Valparaiso, ('bile, they have wom¬ 
en conductors on tlie street cars, and, 
taking tlie world over, it would tie 
hard to find any calling, employment, 
business or profession which In some 
placeb is not exercised or followed 
bv women.

Found in His Former Hamits—Country 
Rich lu Prehistoric Relics. 

It is not generally known that Aru- 
•oina, better known as Logan, is richer 
in prehistoric relies than any other 
town on tlie face of God’s green earth, 
says the New York Telegram. The 
county was named in honor of Logan, 
chief of the Mingo tribe of Indians, 
and the county seat of Logan County 
was named in honor of the beautiful 
(laughter of Logau—Indian princess— 
Aracoma. An effort was made at tlie 
lust municipal election there to change 
the name Aracoma to Nigliliurt. The 
citizens voted almost unanimously 
against it Only a short time ago ex 
•avations were made at Aracoma for a 
small cellar, when fourteen Indian 
skeletons were unearthed, and among 
the number the remains of Aracoma. the 
Indian princess. More than a wagon- 
load of bones were disinterred, bear 
tusks ten inches long and many Indian 
ornaments in that excavation not more 
than twenty feet square. 

The larger part of the town site of 
Aracoma is a charnel house, containing 
is many skeletons as the catacombs of 
Home, all of various tribes of Indians 
tlint lived and died there. These skele¬ 
tons, so long undisturbed, will be un¬ 
earthed by the thousands in a few 
veeks when the railroad grading for 
the Guyan Valley Railway will be eon- 
itrueted through the Indian cemetery.
